Keeping family connections intact 
for members of the U.S. armed forces, 
boosting morale, and ensuring that 
disaster victims and distant loved ones 
can check on one another — that is the 
mission of EMERCOMM, the 
Emergency Communications unit of 
the American Red Cross. 


Also known as “AMCROSS,” its 
international cable address, 
EMERCOMM handles 4,500-5,000 
messages on an average day — one 
every 38 seconds — and twice that 
amount during times of crisis. 
EMERCOMM messages usually 
originate with a family’s phone call ta 
the nearest Red Cross chapter any 
time of the day or night, 


EMERCOMM “messages are 
regarded as credible by military 
authonities in deciding whether to grant 
or extend emergency leave because 
the Red Cross verifies all messages of 
births, deaths and serious illnesses. If 
lack of moncy prevents a service 
member from traveling home on 
emergency leave, the Red Cross can 
arrange a loan or grant, depending on 
the need. 

Local families wishing to contact a 
service member can call the Crawford 
County Red Cross chapter at 348- 
9745, Their message will go through 
fastest if they have the service 
member’s branch of service, name, 
rank, Social Security number and 
military address.

Georgia-Pacific's Formaldehyde 
Facility Starts Operation 


Georgia-Pacific Corp. has 
announced that the company’s 12th 
formaldehyde manufacturing facility, 
located adjacent to its resin plant in 
Beaver Creck, started operation 
Monday, December 31, 


Formaldehyde is an ingredient in 
the manufacture of resins, which are 
adhesives used primarily for gluing 
wood products such as hardboard, 
particleboard, and oriented strand 
board, and in the manufacture of 
products such as paper towels and 
tissucs. The new, $10-miilion facility 
is capable of producing an average of 


140 million pounds of formaldehyde 
on a 37 percent basis or 100 million 
pounds at 50 percent. 
Georgia-Pacific's facility has the 
most technologically innovative safety 
andenvironmental control systems and 
equipment on the market today, 
according to plant manager Joe 
Newman. The 10,000-square-foot, 
totally enclose structure includes a 
fume and vapor recovery system to 
operate with virtually no air emissions. 
Theextensive emission control system 
eliminates more than 99.5 percent of 
all emissions, which are 7,000 timcs 
less than the safe levels sct by the 


Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration. In addition, water 
from the manufacturing process is 
treated and recycled, not discharged. 

“The formaldehyde manufacturing 
facility will provide a constant and 
reliable source of material for our resin 
plant,” said Joe Newman, plant 
manager. “The amount of 
formaldehyde made here will be used 
to supply the resin plant's needs. We 
previously shipped tn about 100 
million pounds of formaldehyde 
annually to supply our award-winning 
resin plant, which is operating at 75 
percent of capacity.”

Residents Can Help Count Eagles 


Michigan residents are again being 
asked to participate in the 1991 mid- 
winter bald eagle count sponsored by 
the Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) Natural Heritage 
Program. 

People are urged to become directly 
involved with this effort by reporting 
all sightings of bald eagles seen during 
the January 3-17 period which has 
been set aside for the winter bald eagle 
count. 

During 1990’s count, 359 bald eagles 
were seen in Michigan compared to 
217 in 1989. A high proportion of 
Michigan’s resident nesting pairs are 
believed to also spend the winter here. 

Eagles are most often sighted near 
open water arcas of lakes and rivers or 
feeding on dead animals along 


highways. They may be found in any 
county during the winter. There were 
reports of eagles in 47 of Michigan’s 
83 counties during the 1990 winter 
count, ranging from Monroe County 
in the southeast comer of the state to 
Houghton County in the Upper 
Peninsula. Past surveys have shown 
that more eagles will stay in Michigan 
during mild winters and that they will 
winter farther north. 


Anyone sighting a bald eagle during 
the January 13-17 period should send 
a postcard with the date, time, specific 
location, number of eagles, and any 
other pertinent information to: Winter 
Eagles, DNR Natural Heritage 
Program, Box 30028, Lansing, MI, 
48909.

No, wait. Something is wrong with 
this scene. 

It is only the grandmother who is 
opening gifts. The grandfather sits 
quictly apart in an easy chair, obscrv- 
ing the annual ritual, but not partici- 
paling. 

I can tell you why, 

The grandfather is sick. 


True, he doesn’t look sick. He looks 
the same as always. He’s aging, of 
course. There is more grey in the hair 
that once seemed it would always stay 
black. More slack in the face. More 
stoop in the shoulders. More shuffle in 
the walk. 

But that is the nature of his sickness. 
It doesn’t attack the body. It quietly, 
stealthily and brutally attacks the mind 
— sometimes mercifully quickly, other 
times tragically slowly. 

It gradually but steadily robs for- 
merly bright, logical, loving, kind 
people of their reason and their memo- 
ries. It leaves nothing in its wake but 
ever-growing pockets of forgetfulness 
and emptiness, 

And what of the grandfather's situ- 
ation? Well, sadly, his seems to be the 
slow-growing kind. 


As far back as ten years, he seemed 
a bit forgetful perhaps. As long ago as 
Six Or seven years, he began failing to 
deliver telephone messages. If you 
want to be sure a message gets through 
to me, call back when I’m home, 
wamed the grandmother, Grandpa 
forgets to tel! me that you phoned and 
what you said, 

He struggled for the correct words 
to complete his thoughts. He forgot 
names and dates. He turned driving 
duties over to the grandmother with- 
out an explanation or a word of pro- 
test. He couldn’t name the President

Every month, every day, every hour 
bring on new losses and new manifes- 
tations of the disease. Once his small 
children stood at the bathroom sink 
watching him shave and imitating his 
motions, sothey could “be like daddy.” 
These days, his wife stands nearby so 
that he doesn’t brush his teeth with 
shaving cream or use toothpaste on his 
whiskers. 

As he looks essentially the same, the 
family is incredulous that unseen, his 
brain is being ravaged and tangled and 
eaten away by this silent, invisible 
disease, 

They have the urge to shake some 
sense back into him, Pay attention,

They try to remember the man he 
used to be years ago — a successful 
businessman who traveled around the 
state, a proud homeowner who tended 
a beautiful lawn and garden, a caring 
father who attended his children’s ball 
games and plays and concents and lis- 
tened to their problems. But it is 
difficult to reconcile those aging 
memories with the reality of the pres- 
ent. 

One of his sons, grown with two 
boys of his own, sat looking at the 
river last summer and talking sadly 
about his father. 

He cried when he said that he 
wouldn’t want his own sons to sce him 
the way that he has to sec his father 
now. The old man once possessed 
great dignity. He doesn’t deserve to 
wither away in sucha demeaning way. 

I wouldn’t want that end for myself, 
said the son, and I am certain that he 
wouldn't want this either, if he could 
understand what is happening to him. 

But what is there to do? 

Amazingly and to the grandfather's 
etemal credit, his finely-honed social

State pay hikes stir furor 


SANTA CLAUS CAME early for 
Michigan’s top elected officials. 

The old gift-giver was dressed as an 
Oakland County attorney named 
Burton Schwartz, whoalsois chairman 
of a powerful but litde-known seven- 
member state board called the State 
Officers Compensation Commission. 

Mr. Schwartz and his committee — 
with only one negative vote — has 
ordered pay increases Over two yeats’ 
ranging from 12 to 16 percent for the 
governor, lieutenant governor, state 
supreme court judges (and because of 
tic-in state L.ws, for most other state 
and local judges, some 600 in all), plus 
members of the state legislature. 

The SOCC dictum becomes fact 
unless the legislature, by two thirds 
votes in both houses, turns it down 
before February }, 1991. 

In the 22 years this system has 
operated in Michigan, that has never 
happened. It probably won’tthis ime, 
either. 

* + * 

UNDER THE NEW wage scale, 
the governor will be paid $120,500 a 
year, up from the present $106,690, 
and the lieutenant governor will get 
$83,100 instead of $80,300. 

Supreme Court justices will go to 
$120,000 from $106,610, and 
legislators will increase from $45,450 


up to $52,800. 

That legislative pay scale, 
incidentally, is for mere garden variety 
senators and representatives. Some 
lawmakers— such as some committee 
chairs, and formal house and senate 
leadership (both parties) — get mare. 
Speaker Lewis Dodak, for example, 
will rise from $68,450 to $78,925. 


There are allowances and expenses, — 


too, of course. All in all, it’s a pretty 
hefty pay package for all these public 
officials.

If the lawmakers 
don't do anything about it, the decision 
of Mr. Schwartz and his associates 
becomes final. 

Most legislative leadership has 
indicated they think there should be a 
vote. Rep. Bill Martin of Calhoun 
County, for example, is one lawmaker 
who has promised he will try to bring 
about a vote. Mr. Martin also has 
proposed a constitutional amendment

THERE ARE AT LEAST four 
questions involved in this controversy. 

The first and most pressing at the 
moment is whether the legislature 
should vote in public on the pay 
package. It’s obvious, because of the 
dire times, there should be a vote. 


A second is whether the pay raises 
are excessive. Again, the state’s 
financial condition argues they are. 


A third is the relative level of public 
pay in Michigan. Many elected 
officials agree with the SOCC that the 
pay increases are needed — but not at 
this time. But are Michigan officials 
underpaid? Maybe there should be 
cuts instead of raises. As some critics 
have noted, there seem to be a fot of 
candidates for all these jobs.

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According to one source I have in 
hand, there are some 2000 species of 
gall makers on plants in Americaalone. 
Of those species, nearly 800 American 
galls arc found on oaks alone. Galls 
can be both harmful and beneficial. 
For example, the Hessian fly makes a 
gall on wheat which can reduce yields 
and Aphids cause galis on at least two 
species of spruces which mars their 
beauty. 

On the other hand, the crop yield of 
the Smyma Fig, grown in Califomia, 
is dependent on the production of 
insects that cause galls on another 
species of fig called “‘caprifigs.” When 
the gall makers emerge from their galls 
in the caprifig flowers they getcovered 
with pollen. As they seck places to lay

eggs they fertilize the flowers of 
Smyrna Fig, thusinsuring a good crop. 

The nodules on clover and other 
members of the pea family arc actually 
galls caused by bacteria. These bacteria 
can take nitrogen out of the air in the 
ground and “fix” it into chemical 
compounds which are important for 
plant growth. 

The Alcppo Gall, found on oaks in 
Eastern Europe and Western Asia, 
contains an ingredient which isa source 
of dyes used in permanent ink. The 
United States Treasury has used such 
dyes when printing our paper currency. 
So obvious or not, galls have a definite 
place in the natural and man made 
worlds as well.

The Michigan Hunter Harassment 
statute was recently amended to re- 
move potential conflict. Similar laws 
in other states have been found uncon- 
stitutionally broad and therefore un- 
enforceable. 

Our new law clearly defines activi- 
ties which are considered to “obstruct 
or interfere in the lawful taking of 


animals by another person”, 


Act276 of 1990 states a person is in 
violation if he or she intentionally or 
knowingly does any of the following: 

—drives or disturbs animals for the 
purpose of disrupting a lawful taking; 

—~blocks, impedes or harasses 
another person engaged in lawful 
hunting; 

—uses natural or artificial visual, 
aural, olfactory, gustatory or physical 
stimulus to affect animal behavior in 
order to hinder or prevent lawful tak- 
ing; 


—erects barriers with the intent to | 


deny entrance or exit to arcas where 

lawful hunting may occur (does not 

apply if done to prevent trespass); 
—-intentionally interjects himself 


be that day.
